The PGY2 Geriatric Pharmacy Residency is a 12-month program 
that provides robust clinical training in a variety of clinical settings. 
The resident takes advantage of the training and educational 
opportunities available through the University of Colorado School 
of Medicine Geriatric Fellowship and the Geriatric Research 
Education and Clinical Center (GRECC) training programs. Most 
learning experiences are completed at the Rocky Mountain 
Regional (RMR) VA Medical Center. Elective experience is also 
available at the UCHealth clinic on campus for residents with a 
Colorado pharmacist license. 
 

The Rocky Mountain Regional VA Medical Center provides a full-
range of state-of-the-art patient care services. RMR is a 182-bed 
hospital with a 30-bed spinal-cord injury treatment center. 
Healthcare services are also provided at geographically dispersed 
locations throughout eastern Colorado including community-
based outpatient clinics, primary care telehealth, PTSD 
rehabilitation, and homeless veteran's domiciliary.
